Coffee, Washington Deriocrat; and 
Arthur G. Klein, New York 
Democrat. 

Bardick and O’Connor had sup- 
ported the extension of the com- 
mittee in March, but have since 
swung over to the opposition. 


LARGEST GRANT 


Ignoring the strong opposition, the 
Accounts Committee’s granted $110,- 
000 which was the largest sum ever 
received by the Dies Committee for 
a comparable period of time. 

Strong Vacking for Dies from Re- 
publican members of the Accounts 
Committee and from two southern 
poll-taxers, Nat Patton of Texas 
and Frank W. Boykin of Alabama, 
accounted in part for the unex- 
pected large appropriation.

The National Federaton for Con-

CIO Flays Anti-Labor

i |Get Down to Winning the War and Not 
Restricting Labor, Committee Told

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The CIO expressed opposi- 
® | tion today to three bills restricting labor's rights now pend- 
| ing before the House Judiciary Committee. 

Nathan Cowan, newly appointed CIO legislative repre- 
sentative, told the Congressmen that “the CIO earnestly

Cowan testified against H.R. 6872, 
an amendment to the “anti-racket- 
eering” Act of 1934, H.R. 5128, and 
H.R. 6752, both of which in effect 
repeal the National Labor Relations 
Act. 

In his discussion of H.R. .6872, 
Cowan pointed out that this bill 
was passed back in 1934 to secure 
the aid of the Federal government 
to control the evils of racketeering 
‘and criminal gangs then prevalent, 
The bill proposes an amendment 
designed to include’ labor unions 
under the terms of the act. 

The amendment would take away 
“any and all protection of labor” 
which the act now extends and 
would prevent strikes, picket lines, 
and “efforts on the part of bona 
fide employes to secure wage in- 
creases,” the CIO legislative repre- 
sentative charged. 

H.R. 5128 and H.R. 6752 are de- 
signed to prevent any union from 
negotiating with an employer or 


rights where another union exists 
ir the field. Cowan pointed out 
that this is directly contrary to the 
provisions of the National Labor 


Relations Act. Other provisions of 
|these bills would in effect repeal 
the Federal anti-injunction act, and 
‘make labor subject to the Clayton 
anti-trust law. 

Cowan charged that these bills 
were instigated by those “who are 
attempting to use the gravity of 
the present emergency as a cover 
for achieving” destruction of. “the 
American working men and their 
organizations.” 


Nazis Looting 
Latvia Peasants 
Of Food Grain

who have already brought Latvia 
to the point of starvation, are now 
demanding seed grain from the 
farmers—an act which assures the 
continuing of the famine for an- 
other year. 

Reports from Latvia telf of whole- 
sale looting of private property and 
national treasures. 

The Nazi radio is complaining 
that the campaign to collect seed 
grain is producing “insufficient re- 
sults.” Hundreds of peasants are 
being sent to concentration camps 
for attempting to conceal the grain 
from Nazi authorities.

In the Vichy Style 


® State Senator Fredric Coudert, New York’s 
No. 1 Cliveden Setter, has opened his Spring 
offensive—against the United Nations. 

The report of the Coudert sub-committee 
investigating the New York City school sys- 
tem, submitted to the Legislature yesterday, 
can be viewed in no other light. 

Thirty-six hours after the unspeakable 
Pierre Laval raised the cry for a “world 
crusade against Bolshevism,” the- echo is 


heard: in the corridors of the State Capitol 


from Senator Coudert, a member of the 
Coudert law firm, the legal agents of the 
pro-fascist Vichy regime. 

What is the essence of the 394-page 
report? 

It is anti-Communism—the main staple of 
Adolf Hitler and his utensil, Pierre Laval, 
It is the sign under which Munich was nego- 
tiated; under which a dozen nations dost 
their independence; under which the forces 
of fascism now seek to split the United 
Nations. 

Significantly, the report has not one word 
in condemnation of fascist, Coughlinite and 
Christian Front activity in the school sys- 
tem. “It was not material to the stbject of 
our inquiry,” the report says (P. 7), in 
explanation of its failure to hold a single 
public hearing on pro-fascist activities in 
the schools. 

“Not material.” Correct. It was “not ma- 
terial” to a group which seeks to further 
Vichyism, but it is quite material to the mil- 
lions of patriotic New Yorkers who are anx- 
ious to stamp out genuinely subversive 
activities in our nation. 

As the Daily Worker has predicted, the 
committee’s report now widens its attack to 
include the Board of Higher Education and 
the Board of Education. It specifically sug- 
gests that S. J. Woolf, a member of the 
Board of Higher Education, is disqualified 
because he dared disagree with the findings 
on one of the Coudert victims. This should 
be proof positive to some liberals that there 
is no appeasing the Couderts and the Win- 
dels’. They must be fought as enemies of 
the people, as foes of national unity. 

An aroused patriotic public opinion, in- 
cluding those who mistakenly supported the 
committee at one time, should demand that 
the committee cease its disruptive, pro- 
Vichy work. |

* The supplementary Naval report on the 
burning of the Normandie still leaves the 
country distinctly unsatisfied.
